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GPs vote to save acute services and walk out of review 


Jubilation and tears of re¬ 
lief greeted the news that 
local GPs have walked out of 
the Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) hospital re¬ 
view that wanted to axe 
acute services at Epsom 
Hospital. 

The shock move by Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (SDCCG) 
came on Friday afternoon 
immediately after it an¬ 
nounced that its GPs had 
overwhelmingly rejected 
the proposals in a secret 
ballot online. 

Announcing the with¬ 
drawal, Dr Claire Fuller, the 
group’s chairman, said: “As 
a GP-led commissioning 
group, we are charged 
with securing the best 
health outcomes for our 
population.

“Today’s important ballot 
result has shown that GPs 
within our CCG are not con¬ 
fident that the BSBV pro¬ 
posals are able to meet the 
needs of our population at 
this time. 

“We are not ruling out ser¬ 
vice changes in the future, 
but we will now withdraw 
from the BSBV programme 
and together with our part¬ 
ners, focus our work on 
achieving the improve¬ 
ments we want to see 
locally.” 

Campaigners and politi¬ 
cians, waiting anxiously for 
the result of the ballot, ex¬ 
pressed their profound 
thanks to GPs, residents, 
and everyone who has 


fought to protect the 
hospital. 

Epsom MP Chris Grayling 
said: “The threat of down¬ 
grading Epsom Hospital 
goes away. 

“I’m really pleased they 
have taken this decision to 
withdraw and grateful to 
the GPs for rallying behind 
the hospital. 

“This is very good news 
and a tribute to everyone 
who has been involved in 
campaigning against the 
plans. 

“This exercise has never 
added up for Surrey, which 
was bolted on at the last 
minute.” 

Two-thirds of the 120 GPs 
working in the area took 
part in the key vote with 72 
per cent voting to reject pro¬ 
posals, which would have 


seen the hospital lose its ac¬ 
cident and emergency, ma¬ 
ternity and children’s units. 

Just 25 per cent had been 
persuaded that the propos¬ 
als would be good for their 
patients, despite a last 
minute presentation by the 
BSBV team to the doctors 
on Tuesday night. 

BSBV, which had clearly 
been anticipating the vote 
would go against it and 
SDCCG would pull out, 
swiftly released a pre-writ- 
ten statement on behalf of 
all the remaining commi- 
sioning groups involved 
in the review, including 
neighbouring Sutton and 
Kingston. 

It said: “We are taking 
stock of the fact that Surrey 
Downs CCG has chosen not 
to remain part of the BSBV 


programme, but we under¬ 
stand and respect their 
position. 

“The six south-west Lon¬ 
don CCGs will continue to 
work together to prepare a 
collective response to the 
Call to Action. We will con¬ 
tinue to work very closely 
with Surrey Downs and 
with our members as we 
discuss the next steps. 

“We recognise the status 
quo is even less of an option 
now than it was when the 
BSBV programme started. 

“We want to avoid contin¬ 
ued uncertainty for patients 
and staff and will look to 
bring forward revised 
proposals as soon as we 
can.”

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The decision to pull out of the 
BSBV review has saved Epsom 
Hospital from a real and present 
threat to its acute services, but its 
future remains uncertain. 

An attempt to demerge Epsom 
and St Helier NHS Trust collapsed 
a few years ago and Ashtead and 
St Peters NHS Trust pulled out of 
a proposed merger with it last year 
amid concerns about Epsom Hos¬ 
pital’s financial viability. 

Since then the hospital’s finan¬ 
cial position has improved consid¬ 
erably and one upside of the 
collapse of EDICS, which ran clin¬ 
ics across the area, this summer is 
that more people are being treated 
at the hospital. 

Mr Grayling said the focus now 
has to be on making the best use of 
the hospital and creating a really 
good healthcare service locally. 

He said: “I am now expecting se¬ 
rious discussions about how to 
create stronger links between the 
hospital and community services, 
and I hope our doctors can find a 
better approach for the future 
than these seemingly endless at¬ 
tempts to downgrade Epsom.” 

The GPs vote has put the future 
of BSBV itself in some jeopardy. 

Following the withdrawal of Sur¬ 
rey Downs from the BSBV process 
it will have to reshape its proposals 
for acute healthcare across south¬ 
west London for a second time. It 
had hoped to go out to public con¬ 
sultation in the new year, but this 
will now be delayed. All this will 



cost more time and more taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. And with a general 
election looming, political will to 
force through unpopular health¬ 
care changes may start to wane. 

MPs and campaigners in neigh¬ 
bouring Sutton called on their GPs 
this week to hold another ballot in 
the hope they follow Surrey 
Downs out of the review. 

Paul Burstow MP said: “BSBV 
has been a dead man walking for 
some time and this result is, 
frankly, another nail in this sorry 
saga’s coffin. I’m delighted GPs in 
Epsom have voted this way be¬ 
cause it explodes the he that this is 
clinically driven and that it can 
only be one way.” 

BSBV is fighting back and all 
surgeries in Sutton have been 
written to telling them that hold¬ 
ing a ballot is no longer relevant. 

Epsom and St Helier NHS Trust 
has remained tight-lipped over the 
past week about what the future 
might now hold, save to insist it 
has no plans to demerge. 

Trust chief executive Matthew 
Hopkins released a statement on 
Friday saying: “My immediate 
priority is to continue to provide 


great care for patients every day 
and to build on the improvements 
we have made as one trust over the 
past couple of years, to improve 
our financial position.” 

But a statement from Miles Free¬ 
man, chief officer at Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commissioning 
Group, made clear that it has its 
own plans for integrating care at 
the hospital with that provided 
elsewhere in the community. 

He said: “Our conclusion has 
been drawn from much delibera¬ 
tion and review of the BSBV pro¬ 
posals and from rigorous testing of 
Epsom and St Helier’s current 
quality and financial position. 

“Our next steps are to make our 
vision for out-of-hospital care a re¬ 
ality so patients benefit from hav¬ 
ing integrated care delivered more 
effectively and efficiently. This 
ambition can only be achieved 
with the support of patients and 
families, and our partners in both 
health and local authorities.”

Reactions 

• Campaigner Rosemary Najim 
said: “I’m absolutely delighted and 
what I’m really, really pleased about 
is the CCG and local GPs have re¬ 
ally thought about the interests of 
their patients. 

“We were hoping they would be¬ 
cause it is obviously the best thing 
for the Surrey area. We are just very 
pleased. The next stage would be 
working with all the local clinicians 
to make things really good for ev¬ 
erybody in Surrey.” 

• Bess Harding, founder of the 
Epsom Medical Equipment Fund, 
called the result “fantastic” and 
said work could now begin on 
turning Epsom into a centre of 
excellence. 

She said: “On behalf of the com¬ 
munity, I would like first of all to 
thank the GPs who voted and had 
faith and hope in Epsom. 

“Residents have got to exert pa¬ 
tient choice and use Epsom. Use it 
or lose it. The more people who go 
to Epsom, the more money that 
comes in.” 

• Bob Mackison said: “Three 
cheers for the SDCCG and our 
GPs. 

“I would like to record a big thank 
you to the Epsom Guardian as well 
as everyone who has been involved 
in fighting the BSBV proposals. 

“This is only the beginning, we still

need to be very vigilant.” 

• Nikki R posted on our website: 
“Great decision, and thank you to 
Surrey Downs GPs for listening to 
and putting the community’s needs 
first. I trust Sutton GPs will follow 
suit and protect our high-perform¬ 
ing hospital and its staff.” 

• Ewell Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge: “BSBV has been flawed 
from the outset - it may be relevant 
for south London, it has never been 
the solution for north Surrey or for 
Epsom and Ewell - the council has 


said so, the local MPs have said so 
and now, having finally been given 
the opportunity, GPs have said so. 

“We now need all parties to come 
together to establish an alternative 
to BSBV, which sees Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal continue to service this commu¬ 
nity, and the council stands ready to 
contribute to this process.” 

• Epsom Councillor Daniel 
Stevens: “It’s definitely a very posi¬ 
tive result. The questions about 
Epsom Hospital have been around 
for quite some considerable time 
and they continue to remain. 

“But this is evidence that we 
should have a Surrey-based ap¬ 
proach for reviewing NHS services.” 

• Cuddington Councillor George 
Crawford, recently retired chair¬ 
man of the Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council health liaison panel, 
said: “I have no doubt that because 
of the very large numbers who at¬ 
tended public meetings at 
Blenheim School and Epsom 
Downs, those responsible for health 
provisions in the Epsom Downs 
area realised the only honourable 
thing to do before any decisions 
were made was to seek the opinion 
of all our GPs. 

“I have no doubt changes will take 
place at Epsom Hospital, but those 
changes will be made with only 
Epsom Hospital in mind and will not 
be made on the advice of people 
who do not reside in Surrey.”

Neighbours in shock after 
man dies of knife wound

A traumatised woman is hav¬ 
ing flashbacks after her next- 
door neighbour stabbed 
himself to death. 

The man, in his 40s and a 
Neighbourhood Watch co¬ 
ordinator, was found with a 
stab wound in his chest in a 
garden in Berry Meade, 

Ashtead, and was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene at 
7pm on Friday, November 8. 

His neighbour arrived 
home from work just before 
10pm to find police and 
forensic officers swarming 
around the scene. 

The woman, who did not 
want to be named and ap¬ 
peared close to tears, said: 

“They thought it was mur¬ 
der. I had to be escorted into 
my home because they 
thought there might be an 
intruder here.” 

She said: “He came here for 
help and then went there and 
died in the garden. It’s quite 
traumatising. We’re all 
having flashbacks. 

“It’s like something you see 
on TV, but you never expect 
to happen where you live. I 
think everybody is in shock.” 

She said the man who died 
was friendly and used to

where the stabbing happened 


make a fuss of her dogs, but 
she had not seen him very 
much over the past year. 

She said: “He turned into a 
recluse. If you saw him, he 
was pleased enough, but he 
kept himself to himself. He 
would speak with you, but 
would not start a conversa¬ 
tion. I hope he is at peace 
now.” 

Another neighbour, who 
was watching TV indoors on 


Friday evening, said there 
had been rumours of a stab¬ 
bing circulating on Facebook 
and Twitter that night. 

He said: “It was dark and 
all we saw were a lot of blue 
lights flashing. 

“It was a bit of a shock at 
the time, especially when 
there were rumours going 
around that it could be 
murder or a stabbing.” 

Police said the man’s death 


is not being treated as 
suspicious and there is no 
evidence of any third-party 
involvement. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said: “A report will be sub¬ 
mitted to the coroner’s office 
in due course. 

“Officers have carried out 
house-to-house enquiries in 
the area and are providing 
information and reassurance 
to residents.” 


Man jailed for ‘vile’ acts of fraud 


A “vile” thief who conned an elderly man 
with Alzheimer’s disease out of £15,000 
has been jailed. 

Thomas Boswell, 53, of Sefton Road, 
Epsom, duped the Raynes Park man out of 
his savings between 2009 and 2011. 

Following a police money laundering 
investigation, Boswell, from the travelling 
community, was tracked down to a bank 
account he was using. 

At that time, Boswell had just started 
working a con on a new victim in 


Surbiton, but was arrested. 

The Surbiton victim also suffered from 
Alzheimer’s and was scammed out of £560 
before dying at the start of the year. 

At Kingston Crown Court on November 
7, Judge Fergus Mitchell, described 
Boswell’s crimes as “vile, selecting 
victims who were completely vulnerable 
and sustained the period of criminality”. 

He was sentenced to 21 months and 18 
months in prison for two charges of fraud 
by false representation.

From bakery to baron - a 
plaque honours Chuter Ede 


A plaque was unveiled on 
Monday to one of Epsom’s 
most famous sons, James 
Chuter Ede. 

He fought in the Great War 
as a sergeant in the East Sur¬ 
reys and Royal Engineers and 
the unveiling was timed to 
highlight this. 

A local councillor before the 
war, his political career was 
really launched when he be¬ 
came Labour MP for Mitcham 
in 1923. 

In 1937 he was the “charter” 
mayor of Epsom Council 
when it became a borough. 

He rose to become Home 
Secretary in the first Labour 
government 1945 to 1951 as 
well as Deputy Leader and 
Leader of the Commons. 

He is also credited with 
drawing up the 1944 (Butler) 
Education Act, which provid¬ 
ed free secondary education 
for all pupils and became a 
model for education systems 
around the world. 

As a reward for his political 
service he was elevated to the 
peerage as Baron Chuter Ede 
in 1964, just before his death 
aged 83. 

The council unveiled a 
plaque in his memory at 78 
Miles Road, where he lived

with his wife between the end 
of World War I and 1927. 

At the unveiling Sheila Rus¬ 
sell, who has lived at the prop¬ 
erty since 1956, said: “I was 
always aware that Chuter Ede 
lived here; he was a fascinat¬ 
ing person. The plaque was a 
birthday present from my son 
and daughter-in law.” 

The plaque was also part- 
funded by Bourne Hall 
Museum. 

The curator, Jeremy Harte, 
said: “James Chuter Ede has a 
strong claim to being Epsom 
and Ewell’s most successful 
son. This modest house is 
where he and his wife set up 
home, following his service in 
World War I. 

“From these humble begin¬ 
nings, this man of determina¬ 
tion started his public life, 
culminating in his position of 
Home Secretary and later 
being created life peer.” 

Councillor Chris Taylor 
said: “As mayor of Epsom, I’m 
continually reminded he was 
charter mayor and feel proud 
every time I put on the may- 
oral regalia and gown because 
it includes a badge addressed

to him. 

“He managed to impress his 
political opponents as well as 
his friends. We are talking 
about a very great man.” 

Mr Chuter Ede was born in 
Epsom in 1882. His parents 
ran a baking and grocery 
business in Epsom High 
Street and he was educated at 
Epsom National School in 


Hook Road and Dorking High 
School. 

He won a scholarship to 
Cambridge and did teacher 
training in Battersea before 
becoming an assistant master 
at an elementary school in 
Mortlake, Surrey. 

Mr Chuter Ede played an ac¬ 
tive role in teachers’ trade 
unions. 

His first steps in political 
life were when he was elected 
to Epsom Urban District 
Council in 1908 and the Sur¬ 
rey County Council in 1914 as 
a Liberal councillor. 

After the outbreak of war he 
enlisted in the armed forces, 
serving in France and in 1917, 
while still serving in the East 
Surreys, he married Lilian 
Williams. 

It is thought that his experi¬ 
ences during the war caused 
him to switch from the Liber¬ 
als to the Labour Party. 

Epsom Council adminis¬ 
trates the Chuter Ede Trust 
which purchases books and 
study materials to help stu¬ 
dents living away from home. 

A ward in Epsom Hospital, a 
primary school in Notting¬ 
hamshire and a community 
centre in South Shields are all 
named in his honour.

“We’ve jet-cleaned the 
gullies twice already this 
year and will be doing so 
again when the jetter be¬ 
comes available in about 
three weeks time.” 


Sex attack on teen

Poorly pooches & coughing 
kitties....why it’s s’not much 
fun being ill in winter!

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Mystery about 
in misconduct 

A rector facing an allegation of 
misconduct has stepped back 
from his role at churches with a 
large following in Ashtead. 

The allegation against the Rev 
Dr Bob Kiteley, rector at St Giles’ 
and St George’s, is being investi¬ 
gated by the Bishop of Guildford, 
the Rt Revd Christopher Hill. 

The church leadership team, in¬ 
cluding Associate Rector Simon 
Butler, are standing in for Dr 
Kiteley, serving the church com¬ 
munity, which includes nine con¬ 
gregations and 750 members. 

A diocese spokeswoman said 
they were supporting the church¬ 
es, but could not give any indica¬ 
tion as to the nature of the 
alleged misconduct or timescale 
of the investigation, which is be¬ 
lieved to have started last month. 

She said: “We will be supporting 
them as much as we can. It is for 
the bishop to consider the evi¬ 
dence brought before him.” 

Grounds of misconduct can 
range from breach of ecclesiasti¬ 
cal law or failure to do something 
it requires to neglect of duties or 
conduct that is “unbecoming or 
inappropriate” to the office.

Diocesan spokesman Nick Ed¬ 
monds said: “We can confirm that 
the Rev Bob Kiteley has voluntar¬ 
ily stepped back from all duties 
following an allegation of 
misconduct. 

“The Bishop of Guildford is now 
considering the complaint under 
the clergy discipline measure and 
will be following the statutory 
procedures. 

“In the meantime, while it is not 
possible to give any more infor¬ 
mation, the diocese is providing 
support to the parish and our 
thoughts and prayers are will all 
those involved.” 

The bishop will decide whether 
to take no further action, refer 
the complaint to a conciliator, im¬ 
pose a disciplinary penalty with 
the consent of the respondent or 
require the complaint to be for¬ 
mally investigated. 

Alternatively the bishop can 
record the complaint conditional¬ 
ly for up to five years, which 
means that if another complaint 
is made during that period then 
both may be dealt with together.

Hospital battles against

So far this year pest control 
have been called in to deal with 
silverfish, ants, pigeons and 
biting insects at the hospital. 

Infestations in past years 
have included maggots, rats, 
cockroaches and bedbugs. 

According to information 
provided by the hospital trust 
money invested in preventa¬ 
tive measures in recent years

is paying off, with the number 
of incidents at its sites in 
Epsom and Sutton down from 
48 in 2011 to 26 so far this year. 

In the past the trust has spent 
up to £72,000 fighting pests but 
the figure for this year is much 
less. 

A spokesman for the Epsom 
and St Helier Trust explained: 
“The trust takes pest preven¬ 
tion and pest control very 
seriously. 


“This year, we have set aside 
£45,000 to protect our hospitals 
against pests, but in past years 
this has been considerably 
more to take into account 
spends on preventative mea¬ 
sures, for example, in 2007-08 
we spent more on netting to 
deter pigeons nesting on our 
buildings. 

“Pest control inspections 
take place every week of the 
year at St Helier and Epsom 
hospitals. At our smaller site, 
Sutton Hospital, pest control 
inspections take place on a 


fortnightly basis throughout 
the year. 

“When we do get reports of 
pests then action is taken im¬ 
mediately and robustly to re¬ 
solve the problem. It is worth 
noting that the majority of our 
pest control calls take place in 
non-patient areas, such as our 
office buildings. 

“To date this year, we have 
spent almost £14,000 on pest 
prevention measures, which 
indicates previous spends on 
preventative pest control mea¬ 
sures are working.”

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Double fury as train 
operator fails to reply 


No sign of starting date 
for library volunteer team

Frustration is mounting 
among a group of volunteers 
still waiting to take over a 
library that has lost all its 
paid staff. 

Staff from neighbouring 
libraries have had to be draft¬ 
ed in to provide cover at Ewell 
Court library. 

Volunteers are standing by 
to replace the professionals, 
but they cannot start work 
until library renovations are 
carried out. 

More than two years after 
the controversial plan to run 
the library with volunteers 
was approved, a date has 
still not been set for the 
improvement work. 

Jackie Forrest, chairman of 
the Friends of Ewell Court 
Library, said: “We are still 
waiting on Surrey County 
Council to give us some dates 
for going volunteer-run. 

“There are renovations that 
need doing at the library and 
that seems to be the hold-up. 
It’s very frustrating.” 

She said the group agreed to 
bring in volunteers on the 
condition that the building, 
including its kitchen and 


toilets, were brought up to 
standard. 

She said: “We have been 
asked to do this volunteer-run 
service. It’s not the ideal situ¬ 
ation but we would rather do 
that than lose the library.” 

Jenny Meineck, from the 
community partnered library 
steering group, said that the 
last full-time library employ¬ 
ee took early retirement in 
August and bank staff were 
initially brought in. 

Ms Meineck said: “As a 
group we are worried about 
how long this process is tak¬ 
ing, and on the effect it could 
have on those who offered to 


volunteer quite a long time 
ago now. 

“We understand that the use 
of bank staff has been with¬ 
drawn and that now the ser¬ 
vice is staffed with employees 
from other public libraries in 
the area and further afield. 

“We are also concerned that 
Surrey staff will be finding 
this current period unsettling 
and a strain on their usual 
work at their main library.” 

Lee Godfrey, chairman of 
Surrey libraries action move¬ 
ment (Slam), said: “This 
scheme has been going on 
since 2010. For almost four 
years Surrey County Council 


has not seemed to have got its 
act together to make it 
happen. 

“In my view it was not a 
good idea in the first place. 
Thank heavens for the 
patience of the volunteers.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman confirmed all 
paid library staff have left 
Ewell Court Library and 
cover has been brought in 
from neighbouring libraries, 
including Bourne Hall in 
Ewell. 

She said: “A new lease for 
Ewell Court House is current¬ 
ly being drawn up with the 
borough council, and some 
maintenance and improve¬ 
ment works need to be done. 

“We have agreed with the 
volunteers that these should 
be completed before the 
library becomes community 
partnered.” 

However, she was unable to 
give a time scale on this or 
when the improvement work 
would be undertaken. 

In September 2011 there 
were protests at Ewell Court 
Library and elsewhere after 
councillors approved plans 
for volunteers to run 10 
libraries, including Stoneleigh 
library. 


An angry commuter feels 
doubly let-down after not 
receiving a response to her 
complaint over delays, 
poor service and dirty 
carriages. 

More than two weeks ago 
Lucy Russell, 38, from 
Horton Hill, Epsom, made a 
complaint and demanded a 
meeting with a train 
company director and a 
refund on her season 
ticket. 

But Ms Russell, who pays 
more than £2,000 for an 
annual season ticket to 
commute from Ewell West 
to Waterloo, was still wait¬ 
ing for a reply from cus¬ 
tomer services at South 
West Trains. 

She said: “I’m definitely 
very angry. I feel doubly 
failed by the company 
because they haven’t even 
bothered to respond. 
Nobody has contacted me 
to say sorry.” 

In her second complaint, 
made last Tuesday, she 
said: “It seems the outcome 
of my complaint is this: 
you have not only failed in 
providing me with the trav¬ 
el service that I paid for. 

“You appear to also be 
failing your customers in 
terms of responding to 
complaints in an appropri¬ 
ate and timely manner, my 
first email of complaint 


has been totally ignored.” 

In response to her 
original complaint, a South 
West Trains-Network Rail 
Alliance spokeswoman told 
the Epsom Guardian there 
was a passenger forum at 
Waterloo on December 10 
and customer services 
could provide details of 
claiming compensation for 
disruption. 

But Ms Russell said that 
she could not attend a 
forum organised at 2.30pm 
because, like other com¬ 
muters, she is at work at 
that time. 

A South West Trains- 
Network Rail Alliance 
spokeswoman said: “We 
aim to respond to 90 per 
cent of comments and com¬ 
plaints within 10 working 
days; on occasions it may 
take longer to provide a 
full reply. 

“If this is required, we 
will update our customer 
within 10 working days. If 
we are still unable to give a 
full reply within 20 work¬ 
ing days, we will contact 
our customer again to give 
a further update. 

“We regularly provide 
ways for our customers to 
talk to our senior man¬ 
agers team, either face to 
face at passenger forums or 
online via Twitter sessions 
or webchats.”

Trees to be chopped to extend sidings 


Plans to cut down dozens of 
silver birches beside a railway 
line have come under fire from 
an angry resident. 

Network Rail informed resi¬ 
dents that it was due to start 
clearing vegetation and trees 
at Tattenham Corner on Mon¬ 
day in order to extend the sid¬ 
ings by 440 metres. 

The clearance work will 
allow Southern Rail to park 
four trains in the extended sid¬ 
ings at the station. 

A resident, who asked to re¬ 
main anonymous, said she was 
shocked to receive a letter 
about the work on November 
1 . 

She said: “Network Rail has 
given all residents 10 days’ no¬ 
tice. It’s crafty the way they 
have done this. They are trying 
to rush it through. 

“I think it’s sad. They are 
cutting everything down and 
not thinking about the envi¬ 
ronment or how they could 


better approach it.” 

A spokesman for Network 
Rail said axing the trees will 
allow former sidings to be 
brought back into use. 

He said: “These will be used 
to stable trains and is part of 
our continued programme 
to maintain and improve the 
existing rail infrastructure for 
passengers. 

“Immediate work will take 
place during the day, but we 
have given about three weeks’ 
notice to carry out the work 
which has to be completed, for 
safety reasons, overnight. 

“We apologise for the disrup¬ 
tion this work may cause but 
we will do all we can to keep 
noise to a minimum.” 

The first phase of clearance 
work is scheduled to end on 
Friday, December 20.

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Dove killers ordered 
to work with animals 


Three young boys who massacred 
50 doves have been ordered to 
work at an animal shelter or 
charity. 

The boys, aged 10 to 11, have 
been given a youth conditional 
caution for using an air weapon 
to shoot the birds in a dovecote in 
Bookham. 

Fifty doves were killed at the 
scene, nine later died from severe 
injuries and only five survived 
the attack in August. 

A youth conditional caution 
educates offenders about the 
impact of their crime on the 
victim and the whole community. 

The boys must undertake work 
at an animal shelter or charity,

Survivors home 

The five doves to survive the 
massacre have returned home after 
treatment at a veterinary centre. 

Leatherhead-based Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation (WAF) treated the survivors and 
its founder Simon Cowell has now re¬ 
turned them to the dovecote on Manor 
Farm. 

Owner Carolyn Nicholls said: “It is 
absolutely fantastic to have five doves 
bought back after being so badly 
injured. 

“Simon and his team at the Wildlife 
Aid Foundation do such a brilliant job, 
and without their amazing caring and 
skills I have no doubt that all the doves 
would have died. 

“We are really looking forward to 
seeing them flying freely again.” 

After the attack WAF came up with the 
idea of offering rewards to encourage 
witnesses to come forward. 

Last month, the charity called on indi¬ 
viduals and community groups to get in 
touch if they would be prepared con¬ 
tribute to a fund to do this - but no one 
has so far offered to help. 

Mr Cowell said: “I don’t think we have 
had any letters or emails from people 
asking to help. It’s been a saddening re¬ 
sponse so far but we may see a change 
with a bit of luck.”

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PARKS AND POOCHES: 

Epsom is blessed with many 
parks that are perfect for walk¬ 
ing your dog - and everyone 
will have one not far away 
which is likely to become a reg¬ 
ular haunt. 

Two places which are particu¬ 
larly popular with dog walkers 
are Nonsuch Park and Epsom 
Downs. 

There are plenty of varied 
walks at both. Nonsuch Park is 
a wonderfully secluded and his¬ 
toric park which is largely car 
free, but has two car parks that 
are perfect for people who live 
too far away to walk there with 
their dog. 

The Downs offers spectacular 
views and open spaces in which 
to roam with your four-legged 
friends. An added attraction is 
the chance to watch racehorses 
at the gallops in the morning, 
so dogs should be kept on the 
lead before midday.

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T here is nothing quite like 
sitting by a roaring log 
fire during the winter 
months with a pint of real ale 
in hand, writes Andy Bloss. 

The rise in popularity of 
micro-breweries in the last 
couple of years has been quite 
staggering and whether you 
like a golden ale for the sum¬ 
mer or a Chilli Porter for the 
winter, there is a real demand 
for locally-made ale. 

South London and Surrey 
has top breweries including 
the Cronx Brewery and 
Clarence and Fredericks in 
Croydon, Adventure Brewery 
in Chessington, and Sam- 
brook’s Brewery in Battersea. 

If drinking quality, locally- 
made ale is not enough, many 
beer fans are starting to create 
their own home brews. 

Homebrewing may sound a 
bit niche, but it is something 
that has been done for thou¬ 
sands of years both as a hobby 
and for other non-commercial 
reasons such as parties. 

Mark Russell, one of the 
Cronx brewers, said he and 
fellow brewer Simon Dale both 
started making their Cronx 


beer with a home brew kit. 

He says there are different 
methods to make a homebrew. 

Brewers can get malt extract 
kits containing a thick liquid 
made up of malt that has al¬ 
ready had its sugars extracted. 
It is mixed with water to make 
beer. 

The other 
method is the 
all-grain 
method, 
which is 
what 
brewers 
normal¬ 
ly use, 
that 
Russell 
says gives 
you a lot 
more control 
to mould your 
beer the way you 
want. 

Russell says: “People use big 
cooking pots, empty beer kegs, 
all sorts of things to brew so it 
is not that difficult to get the 
equipment together. More peo¬ 
ple are turning their back on 
the mass-produced products 
that are out there.” 


ALE SALES: Pubs across 
Epsom, Ewell and Leather- 
head have been given LocAle 
status by the Campaign for 
Real Ale (Camra). 

To qualify the pubs must 
regularly sell a beer brewed 
less than 30 miles away by 
road. 

LocAle pubs include Jolly 
Coopers, Barley Mow and the 
Rifleman, in Epsom, and 
Wheatsheaf in Ewell and the 
Running Horse, in 
Leatherhead.

Coming clean about

TV presenter Jules Hudson is 
spearheading a campaign to re¬ 
mind people to protect their 
homes from the worst of winter 
weather. 

The campaign runs from 
November 22 to 29 and is organ¬ 
ised by the Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Ancient Buildings (SPAB) 
which was founded by William 
Morris 136 years ago to preserve 
the UK’s architectural heritage. 
The campaign will remind every¬ 
one not to put off simple jobs be¬ 
fore the winter. 

Jules, a familiar face from pro¬ 
grammes including Country-file 
and Escape to the Country, said: 
“Water damage is the prime con¬ 
cern when it comes to mainte¬ 
nance. 

“Something as simple as fixing 
a couple of broken roof tiles or 
mending damaged guttering 
could prevent a relatively minor 
problem from escalating into a 
major, expensive repair job.” 

Jules said November was the 
month to start giving your home 
an MOT. 

“That’s when drains and gutters 
could become blocked by autumn 
leaf fall and debris like twigs and 
old bird nests. 

“If any of these obstruct the 
easy flow of water away from a

building, damp and other serious 
problems can follow. It’s relative¬ 
ly easy to check and clear accessi¬ 
ble sections of drain and 
guttering yourself. 

“Checking the roof for damaged 
or slipped tiles is another impor¬ 
tant task. Even a relatively small 
gap can let in damaging amounts 
of water. It’s much easier and 
cheaper to have a tile fixed than 
replace trusses rotted through 
years of neglect. 

Jules said you can check your 
roof from the inside by looking 
for chinks of daylight in the attic. 

Outside, you might find that 
using a pair of binoculars helps 
you get a good clear view of po¬ 
tential problem points. 


“Windows are another impor¬ 
tant area,” he said. “If you really 
want to protect your investment, 
then looking after your wood win¬ 
dows is vital.” 

Jules said it was a good idea to 
wash down the paintwork. This 
not only prolongs the life of the 
finish, it gives a good opportunity 
to check for decay. 

“Vegetation growing on or near 
a house needs monitoring. It’s 
quite easy to check all growth 
against the building especially 
trees, bushes and ivy. This should 
be removed, cut back or pruned 
where necessary as these items 
growing on a wall can cause 
dampness and structural dam¬ 
age.”

Tamasin Coates tucks into some 
tasty Indian food guaranteed to 
bring cheer this autumn. 

There are few things more cheering 
on a dreary autumn evening than 
stepping into a warm and inviting 
restaurant, with tables beautifully laid, 
tasteful decorations and the prospect of 
tucking into a hearty Indian meal. 

If all this has whetted your appetite 
for more then head for Delhi Chefs in 
Worcester Park. 

The restaurant has a first class chef who 
grew up, graduated and learnt Indian 
cooking in Delhi. The menu he devised 
offers something different. In addition to a 
lot of familiar favourites, such as chicken 
or lamb masala, jalfrezi and rogan josh 
there are a number of specialities. These 
include some I have not come across 
before such as chicken chettinad - a 
speciality from the coastal region of Tamil 
Nadu and featuring chicken with aniseed 
and curry-leaves (£8.95). 

We tried a delicious starter of aloo 
tikki chaat - pan fried potato patties 
with yoghurt, tamarind and mint. It 
was beautifully presented and again 
something just a little different. 

For the main course I plumped for lamb 
shank - tender lamb shank, pot roasted 
with cardamom, mace and herbs and 
served with pilau rice. It was certainly a 






delicious, 
hearty meal for a 
cold winter’s night. 

My friend 
meanwhile tried 
the chicken kurchan 
- succulent, tender 
grilled chicken strips with 
fresh vegetables and mixed peppers. The 
restaurant has something for all lovers of 
Indian food with tandoori dishes, thalis 
and biryanis. Vegetarians are well catered 
for too with a number of specials. 

The good news is prices are very 
reasonable. There is an extensive wine list 
and the friendly staff offer exceptional 
table service.
